’T here will be no trouble around 
the mines until the operators attem pt 
to bring iu non-union miners, which 
I do not think they intend to do” said 
one* of the miners* leaders. 
“Even 
then I have my doubts as to violence 
for some time. 
It will be impossible 
for the operators to import enough 
experienced 
non-union 
miners 
to 
work the mines at. a profit.

tim e we have high hopes that the fed­

Operators and miners each have 
their sides in the long drawn out con 
troversy, and each is set forth as 
folio wb;

The miners claim they have signed 
an agreem ent as part anil party to 
the United »Mine Workers of Ohio not 
to work for less than 47 cents a ton, 
run-of-mine, for at least one year from 
April 1 last. If they broke this agree­ 
ment, they* argue,

would 
be 
breaking faith not alone with th<» 
United Mine W orkers of Ohio bat. 
with all Ohio operators who have 
signed the 17 cent scale. 
While conditions in the homes of 
many miners In the field are far from 
being all they desire, few if any are 
destitute. 
Contributions from Pitts­ 
burg. Cleveland, Columbus and other 
points in Pennsylvania and Ohio, com 
blned with fh** small weekly benefit 
paid by the union, hav*- made this 
possible. Each union miner get«; $3.50 
a w eek with 50 cents for each woman 
and 25 rents for each child 
There 
have been no evictions In spite of 
unpaid rent since the strike began, 
and miners say their condition is 
little w o rse than in an ordinary win­ 
ter 
One miner explatffdd this by 
saying) that with the Great l^aken 
closed to navigation and no outlet for
